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Mr. Tom Kerr retires after 36 years in Hobart 


Mr. Tom Kerr, physical 
education teacher and football 
coach, retired after 36 years 
with Hobart schools to pursue 
other interests June 8. 

Touching lives in a 
positive way, motivating young 
people to work hard and 
achieve some goals, and seeing 
students being successful are 
the things that interested Mr. 
Kerr the most about teaching. 

He said he hoped he 
taught his students to do their 
best, do what is right, and 
treat other people the way 


they would want to be treated. 

He said he will miss 
the good students and the 
camaraderie of the staff the 
most. He added that the staff 
and the tradition that exists 
at HHS is what he liked most 
about teaching. 

Mr. Kerr received his 
bachelor of science degree in 
physical education and a 
master of science degree in 
athletic administration from 
the University of Michigan. He 
taught in Ann Arbor, Mic- 


higan, for one year before 
beginning his long career in 
Hobart. He also taught general 
science, health and condi- 
tioning and athletic training 
dur-ing his career. 

Commenting on the 
teaching profession and how it 
has changed over the years, 
Mr. Kerr, said, "It has gotten 
more difficult because of the 
lack of respect, discipline, and 
attitudes of parents and 
students." 


Because of these 
changes, Mr. Kerr added, "The 
attitudes, language and lack 
of respect students have to- 
wards their teachers and their 
peers," was what he liked 
least about teaching. 

Mr. Kerr said his 
fondest memories will be the 
four state football cham- 
pionship teams he coached at 
HHS.

The HHS community was 
shocked and saddened by the 
sudden death of Miss Sharyl 
Mitchell, Spanish teacher, 
Nov. 14, 1997. 

Miss Mitchell spent 26 
of 30 years of her teaching 
career at Hobart. Miss Mitchell 
had a bachelors degree in 
Spanish and math from Butler 
University. She also had a 
master's degree in secondary 
education from Indiana Uni- 
versity, and had done more 


post-graduate work at Purdue 
University. 

Over the years, she 
had taught Spanish, geometry, 
algebra, intermediate algebra 
and computer programming. 
She was the first academic 
teams coordinator and chair- 
person of the Indiana 2000 
committee. Miss Mitchell was 
one of the grant writers that 
helped the high school to get 
the TOC computer lab, which 
opened this year, next to the 
library.

"Miss Mitchell was a 
very sweet lady. She was an 
excellent teacher and a great 
peer. She will always be 
remembered as a kind, sen- 
sitive, and peaceful woman. 
She will also always be 
looking down of us from 
heaven," said Junior Jeremiah 
Kozub. 

Miss Mitchell was an 
excellent teacher who gave her 
students the respect they de- 
served. I will always re- 
member her, and she will be 
greatly missed," added Junior 
Kristina Locke. 

"She was a special per- 
son," said Mrs. Cynthia 
Lambeth, English and jour- 
nalism teacher, about Miss 
Mitchell. "Not only have I lost 
a colleague, but also a very 
close friend who was thought- 
ful and kind.
